ili It is estimated that the population of Australia will, on Sunday 
next the 17th November, reach the total of eleven million persons. The latest 
million has been added in four years and eight months. The tenth million took 
four years and seven months and the ninth million four years and nine months. 


Bo Thus the last three millions have been added at nearly equal 
time intervals, indicating an average population increase of about 214,000 
persons per year. 


36 Considered in proportion to population, the gaining of the latest 
million represents an average annual rate of increase of 2.1 per cent. With 
a growing population, a uniform increase in numbers represents a declining 
annual growth rate per cent of population. The annual rate per cent of 
population increase from the eighth to the ninth million was 2.5 and from 

the ninth to the tenth million was 2.3 per cent. 


At The following table shows the years in which the population of 
Australia reached each successive million, together with the average annual 
rate of increase in the intervening periods.
